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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 15-21 are withdrawn from consideration because these claims do not 
read on the species of figure 1 . For example, figure 1 does not have a first metal 
electrode layer as the second capacitor plate (see claim 15); a third metal electrode 
layer as the first capacitor plate and a fourth metal electrode layer as the second 
capacitor plate (see claim 17). 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 14-21 , figurel in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "If the search and examination of 
an entire application can be made without serious burden , the Examiner must examine 
on the merits, even though it includes claims too distinct or independent invention." 
This is not found persuasive because 

a) The above two different classifications show the need for two entirely 
different fields of a search. 

b) The inventions are in different statutory classes which have different case 
law basis for examination. 

c) Non-restriction would mean that if one of the inventions were held to be 
unpatentable then the other would also be inherently held to be unpatentable. 
Therefore, restriction is proper since there are apparently two different inventive 
concepts in making the device and in the device itself. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Sp cification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Term "optionally" renders the claim indefinite. It is not clear that the step of 
"filling a conducting filling material into the trench" really existed or not. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 
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8. Claim 14, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hsiao etal. [U.S. Pat. 6,391,705]. 

Hsiao et al. (figs. 3-6, cols. 2-3) discloses a method for producing a trench 
capacitor, for use in a semiconductor memory cell, the method comprising: 

forming a trench (302) in a semiconductor substrate (200) (fig. 3, col. 2, lines 27- 

67); 

providing a first (304) and a second (502) conducting capacitor plate in the trench 
(figs. 4-5, col. 3, lines 1-28); 

providing a dielectric layer (402) as a capacitor dielectric between the first and 
the second capacitor plates (figs. 4-5, col. 3, lines 9-12); 

forming an isolation collar (602) in an upper region of the trench (fig. 6, col. 3, 
lines 41-55); 

filling a conducting filling material (604) into the trench (fig. 6, col. 3, lines 55-60); 
and applying the dielectric layer by one of an ALD, ALCVD and CVD method (col. 3, 
lines 18-22).
